Dist. 34 works on maintenance plan 
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by GLORIA DAVIS 

The Board of Education of Antioch 
Grade School Dist. 34agreed to support 
a proposal for summer school which 
includes remedial reading and math 
for pre-kindergarteners through 
seventh grade and computer enrich- 
ment for grades five through seventh. 

According to Supt. Don Skidmore, 
information on summerschool grants is 
■still not available from the 111. School 
(Board of Education but plans have to 
made in case grants are received. 

The school board is also embarking 
on a 10-year maintenance plan for the 
school district's buildings. That way the 
board would be better prepared for. 
upcoming maintenance expenses. 

With the uncertainty of whether or not 
the school district will be going through 
a revamping,. Skidmore told the board' 
that he had gone ahead with his annual 
request for certified staff members for 
the coming school year, requesting one 



more full time teacher. 

The board also heard a midyear 
report on the outstanding attendance 
record of the teachers employed by 
Dist. 34 to date. The average absence 
rate per teacher is 2.036 days, this in- 
cludes sick and personal leave. 

The school having the lowest rate is 
Oakland with 24 for 19' teachers, 
followed by W. C. Petty with 30 for 15 



teachers, then Antioch Lower Grade 
with 39.5 for 20 teachers and Antioch 
Upper Grade with 69 for 26 teachers. 

Skidmore told the board that the 
teachers of Dist. 34 will be attending the 
annual Board of Education Ad- 
ministration Dinner held by Antioch 
High School in the high school cafeteria 
at 6: 30 p.m., on Tuesday, April 12.

Assessor 
Bud Holtz, the total assessed valuation 
of all properties located in Antioch Twp.

Support 50-50 water plan

Residents of a select group of Lake 
County communities have an op- 
portunity in the March 15 primary 
election to expedite at the lowest 
possible cost the long-awaited project 
to bring much needed Lake Michigan 
water inland. 

We say select because they are 
residents of communities belonging to 
the Central Lake County Joint Action 
Water Agency. The agency presently 
consists of the villages of Gurnee, 
Grayslake, Lake Bluff, Libertyville, 
Round Lake, Round Lake Beach, 
Round Lake Heights, Round Lake Park 
and Vernon Hills, plus unincorporated 
communities of Knollwood, Rondout 
and Wildwood. The agency, directed by 
mayors and representatives of the. 
county, would serve an estimated 85,000 
persons. 

Up for consideration by voters in the 
area covered by the agency is the 
method of financing a water supply 
system which has to be constructed. 
Citizens should be aware that the 
agency is poised to go into business with 
a 1991 target for start of service. Only 
the question of finance remains. 

Officials of the agency recommend 
that a 50-50 mixture of general 
obligation bonds and water revenue 
bonds be used to finance construction of 
the water system at an estimated cost 
of $70 million. An alternative method of 



financing would be to use all revenue 
bonds to finance construction at an 
additional cost of $12 million because all 
revenue bonding would be more costly. 

In our mind, there isn't much choice. 
Voters should adopt the 50-50 plan 
providing the lower cost and pick up an 
income deduction at the same time. 
Under the recommended combination 
method cost to the individual 
homeowner for. the general obligation 
portion would be 36 cents per $100 
assessed valuation. Bach member 
village or supplying unit will set its own 
individual water rate to consumers. 

Operation of the new water system 
should solve once and for all pressing 
water problems being experienced by 
central Lake County communities, both 
quantity and quality. Provision for an 
adequate, reliable supply of water is 
one of the most important services 
government can provide. The agency 
will fill a need that gets more com- 
pelling all the time. • 

Bringing Lake Michigan water inland 
has been talked about for at least three 
decades. The present agency deserves 
the support of all citizens. Agency of- 
ficials have done their job well. We 
commend them. Now voters can help 
them finish the job by approving the 
financing method by voicing resoun- 
ding approval to the 50-50 plan.

Mundelein needs direction 



In Mundelein, which opted out of the 
central Lake County water consortium 
after being an original member, voters 
also will be asked a water question in 
the March 15 primary. However, it will 
be advisory only. The question is 
whether voters would like to receive a 
safe supply of Lake Michigan water, 
like their neighbors, rather than 
receive lower water bills when a big 
main replacement program is con- 
cluded in three years with the inherent 
risk imposed by shallow wells. 

We think Mundelein voters will do 
well to vote yes for Lake Michigan 
water and thereby set in motion a 
program for their community to rejoin 
the central county network. 

Mundelien officials have been 
struggling for a number of years to 
keep a deteriorating water system 
originated in 1915 abreast with 



demands of a rapidly growing com- 
munity. To a point, they have suc- 
ceeded. They had to double rates to 
finance main repairs. There still are 
problems of radium contamination and 
frequent breaks which allow sulfur and 
iron to enter the system. Yet the 
specter remains of shallow wells giving 
out even when all the bills are paid for 
repairing leaking mains. 

The consequences of the taps going 
dry in a modern community isn't nice to 
contemplate, especially when neigh- 
boring towns will be enjoying a 
healthful and plentiful supply being 
drawn from nearby Lake Michigan. We 
hope Mundelein voters show their 
leadership which water direction to 
take and then have the elected 
representatives rejoin the central 
system.

As far as the pupil/teacher ratio is 
concerned, Wauconda is right in the 
middle of the county. My three sons 
have had 22-25 kids in their classes all 
through grammar school and junior 
high. The same seems to hold true for 
most of the required high school 
classes. If the overall ratio seems low, 
it's because of the significantly smaller 
class sizes in higher math and sciences, 
computer science, foreign language, 
shop, and learning disability classes, 
etc., which would certainly reduce the 
overal pupil/teacher ratio. These same 
classes may be eliminated from the 
curriculum if the referendum fails. 
This might make the numbers more 
acceptable to some, but it will probably 
make Wauconda schools the worst in 
the county. 

One writer referred to teaching as 
"an eight month job." The school year 
begins the last week of August and ends 
the second week in June. If you exclude 
the time off for Christmas vacation and 
spring break, that works out to nine 
months on my calendar.

Operating dictatorship

Several years ago the price of 
gasoline dropped from $1.40 a gallon to 
70 cents a gallop. This would increase 
the profit on a taxicab company's 
earnings by 100 percent or at least 
substantially. The price of gasoline has 
not risen appreciably since that time.. 
We have seen no reduction in fares 
passing the savings on to the consumer. ' 

Plymouth utility cars are purchased 
at the auction yard with relatively high 
miles for less than $1,000 apiece and 
turned into taxicabs for a small fee and 
are driven for many years with little 
maintenance. These cars are durable 
but unwanted by the ordinary family or 
auto .buff because of their plain ap- 
perance and standard appurtenances, 
thus their giveaway price tag. 

A cab company operating in the 
business sector is a viable entity which 
can add any number of cars to the fleet 
or transfer ownership of same without 
incidence and also increase its value as 
the village grows and more cabs are 
needed. However, this makes too much 
sense so it is automatically ruled out in 
the minds of some public servants who 
are determined to dictate with closed 
minds that it be run out of someone's 
home even if it means violating zoning 
codes.

Living in suburbia is not always easy.

He interpreted the 
relocation as a sign of prestige and 
progress. Now he isn't so sure. 

Evelyn Echols, a Chicago 
businesswoman who also maintains an 
apartment in the city, described con- 
ditions as "living in a war zone." Gun 
club neighbors are furious. "This is like 
Beirut," exclaimed one person at a 
meeting of concerned citizens. James 
Verhein has collected more than 70 
signatures on a protest petition. 
Residents of Highland Lake, a mile 
north of the shooting range, asserted 
that their privacy has been invaded by 
the sounds of gun fire. 

Chuck Miller, club manager, hasn't 
gotten very far trying to placate 
neighbors with the promise of planting 
trees to screen out snooting noise. 

Where's the rhubarb going to end? 
Probably in the courts. Some members 
of the anti-gun club bloc are itching for 
a legal battle. Just about every 
downtown big name law firm is 
represented on the roster of the gun 
club. More North Shore lawyers would 
be involved in defending the gun club 
than the Contra hearings. This one 
should be a beaut! 

The biggest thing gun club foes have 
going for them is that lawyers don't 
work for nothing. If they know that they 
might have to donate their services for 
the good of their club, they just might 
say, "Oh, shoot," and forget about the 
whole thing.

Attitudes 
might be "If I inform, it won't do any 
good anyway, and the criminal will 
soon be back on the street. ' ' 

Crime Stoppers addresses these

YOU SHOULD KNOW. . .that whether you're 
counting on your husband's or your own plan, it's 
never to soon to find out what you can and cannot base 
a sound retirement plan on. 

Our previous column discussed changes in the law 
that eliminated some inequitites applying to women. 
Now let's look at some important questions you have a 
right to ask. 

-Are you vested? That is, will you or your husband 
have earned the right to benefits if you or he stopped 
working today? 

-What happens at early retirement? Based on the 
vesting schedule, you may be entitled to some 
benefits. How long you have to wait depends on the 
plan design. Also, there are taxable events that occur 
if you collect before "normal" retirement age. 

-What is the pension worth today? How much of the 
plan is in his or your name, and what can you expect 
to receive now or at retirement? Ask your employer to 
calculate your benefit at age 65. 

-How will the benefit be paid? Lump sum? Mon- 
thly? Annual annuity? Not all plans pay out the same 
way. 

-How is the plan funded? When your employer 
makes a contribution in your name, where is the 
money invested? The stock market? Bonds? Com- 
pany stock? Guranteed insurance contracts? 

-Will your benefits be reduced because you are 
drawing social security? Over half of penion plan 
participants are in plans where the benefit is "in- 
tegrated" with Social Security amounts. How much, if 
any, will you still be able to collect? 

Your employer has a plan administrator, often an 
outside professional service, that can and will answer 
these and other questions you may have. Don't be shy- 
-ask questions! 

You should know.

The reason most new businesses fail, 
according to James Webb, midwest 
director of veterans affairs for the 
Small Business Administration (SBA), 
is that many people do not understand 
that management is a skill in itself, 
over and above any other skills they 
may have. 

Webb, a resident of Waukegan, was 
appointed to his job six months ago. He 
has responsibility for Illinois, Indiana, 
Michigan, Wisconsin, Ohio and Min- 
nesota. On Saturday, March 12, he will 
coordinate a small business conference 
and exposition at the College of Lake 
County. The program will begin at 9 
a.m. with introductory remarks by CLC 
President Daniel LaVista. The con- 
ference fee is $25 and deadline for 
registration is Monday, March 7. To

veterans who want to go into business, 
Webb emphasized that anyone who 
wishes to start a business is welcome to 
attend. A Vietnam veteran himself, 
Webb said that the keynote speaker at 
the conference will be Allen Lynch of 
Gurnee, a Vietnam veteran and holder 
of the Congressional Medal of Honor. 

Lynch is chief of the veterans ad- 
vocacy division of the "Illinois Atty. 
General's office. He is also active as a 
consultant for small businesses. He has 
conducted a number of small business^ 
seminars focusing on his military ex- 
perience and aimed at encouraging 
people to overcome adversity and 
achieve success. 

Webb said that veterans, particularly 
career vets, are prime candidates to 
open their own business. . 

"These people, particularly from the. 
Air Force and the Navy, come out with 
a lot of technical skills," he said. "They 
have to ask themselves, *Do I want to 
take a chance?'." 

Still, the SBA is not in the business of 
encouraging people to jump into their 
own business, Webb maintains. 

"We try to give people a realistic 
picture of what to expect. They will not 
be able to take a vacation for the first 
three or four years, they will have to do 
everything, themselves, including 
shoveling the walks, and they have to 
have a good plan before they start to 
have a reasonable chance of success," 
hesaid. 

For the right person who is willing to 
take the chance and do the hard work 
involved, though, opening a small 
business can be good for them and good 
for the national economy, because 95 
percent of all new jobs are coming from 
small business. 

The SBA can help people who want to 
go into business. It has support staff to 
help train people how to get the 
management skills they need in order 
for their business to survive. The SBA 
can also help budding entrepreneurs 
get in contact with lenders, find good 
accountants and lawyers, do their own 
marketing, and package a loan. 

The conference is geared to veterans 
who want to go into business, but it is 



equally helpful to people who already 
have -a small business and want to 
sharpen their skills. 

"We expect about 150 people at this 
conference," Webb said, "and our 
experience is that about 60 percent of 
them will already have their own 
business." 

Opening a small business involves a 
commitment that is not for everybody. 
"People who are going to go into 
business usually do it between the ages 
of 35 and 45. By that age, they have 
some experience and are ready to give 
it a try," Webb said. "But when people 
approach us, we tell them if they cannot 
maintain or improve their standard of 
living, they should not do it. 

"Going into business is not a way to 
get rich quick. You have a belter 
chance of doing that by playing the 
lottery. We are here to help people 
make their business work for the long 
term."

Although Chrysler Corp. Chairman 
Lee Iacocca keeps repeating that the 
only thing his company is guilty of in 
the closing of the Kenosha auto plant is 
pumping $171 million into the area's 
economy in the year Chrysler products 
were being manufactured there and of 
giving the people expectations, the door 
is not completely shut on the possibility 
of some jobs remaining in the old AMC 
plant after September. 

After a meeting between Iacocca, 
Wisconsin Congressman Les Aspin and 
Wisconsin Gov. Tommy Thompson on 
in Washington D. C. on Thursday, 
Thompson said that though Iacocca 
was a bit "testy," positive steps for- 
ward had been made. 

Thompson and Aspin were after 
Iacocca to keep "his commitment" of 
five years of car manufacturing in 
Kenosha besides talking about the $20 
million trust fund the Chrysler chair : 
man had proposed at a press con- 
ference a few days previously. 

Thompson said that Iacocca said he 
wouldn't make the same mistake twice 
and make any positive job com- 
mitments to Kenosha after the planned 



closing this fall, but he would think 
about an extension of the manufac- 
turing of the M-body there. 

Iacocca also entertained the 
possibility of defense work going to 
Kenosha, laying it onto Aspin as 
chairman of the Joint Arms Services 
Committee to furnish those contracts. 

Aspin had threatened to pull defense 
contracts from Chrysler in light of the 
announced closing of the Kenosha 
plant. 

Iacocca also said that he was anxious 
to get the talks with Local 72 started. 

Rudy Kuzel, Local 72 official, termed 
Iacocca's $20 million trust fund idea a 
drop in the bucket compared to the $171 
million in salaries Chrysler was pulling 
out of the Kenosha area. He also called 
the trust fund a ploy to pick up the 
lagging Chrysler sales in the State of 
Wisconsin since the plant closing was 
announced. 

So far the state, county and city are 
not buying Iacocca's proposal that they 
loo contribute to this fund targeted 
towards keeping a roof over laid off 
workers' families headSv and also 
towards the education of the children of 
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these families. 

Starting with the net profit($506) per 
vehicle, made from Chrysler sales in 
Wisconsin in January, $1,315,600(2,600 
vehicles), Iacocca's trust would see all 
the profits from Chrysler. sales in the 
State of Wisconsin in 1988 diverted into 
it. Iacocca said that, based on 1987 
Chrysler sales of 40,000 cars and trucks 
in the state, the fund would amount to 
approximately $20 million. - 

Iacocca preceded his meeting with 
Aspin and Thompson by holding a press 
conference at the Red Carpet Inn in 
Milwaukee two days before to start 
passing the peace pipe. 

While Wisconsin auto union members 
who were not invited to the conference 
picketed outside as they had at a 
convention in Chicago the week before, 
Iacocca reiterated, "Don't call me a 
liar — blame the entire problem of 
42,000 American autoworkers out of 
jobs on years of bad trade policies 
coming from Washington." 

He added,"Blame the Kenosha 
closing on dumb management —we 
were cockeyed optimists (in referring to 
Chrysler's hopes to keep the oldest auto

plant in the world turning out 
Chrysler's oldest model cars for from 
three to five years.) 

He admitted to expecting a lot of 
"heat" at the closing announcement 
but also said that he had expected that 
Chrysler would get some credit for 
pumping over $171 million into the 
Kenosha area's economy for the year 
that the plant manufactured its 
products. 

"AMC was destined to close no 
matter who owned it, American Motors, 
Renault." He went on to say that it was 
unfortunate that Chrysler happened to 
own it at closing time. 

Again refusing to take the blame for 
putting 5,500 people out of work, 
Iacocca said that Chrysler was "guilty 
only of creating expectations that could 
not be fulfilled." 

He then said that because of this and 
the number of workers to be out of jobs 
in comparison to the population of the 
area, "Kenosha is unique." 

He was quick to say that the Chrysler 
plan to help these workers was a first as 
plant closings go and was not meant to 
set a precedent. 

He then started to pass that peace 
pipe by introducing a "starting" plan to 
help the autoworkers. 



Saying that the thousands of letter, 
he had received from residents of thl 
Kenosha area pointed out the firsl 
concern of these workers was putting J 
roof over • their family's heads an! 
educating their children, Iacocca in 
troduced a plan t6 create a $20 millior 
trust fund for these purposes. 

Iacocca said that the fund would bel 
adminstered by seven trustees, one! 
from the Chrysler dealers' association 
one from Chrysler, and suggested the 
other come from the county, state, etc. 

Iacocca proposed that the State of 
Wisconsin, Kenosha County, the City of 
Kenosha, civic organizations and area 
businesses might also be interested in 
contributing to the fund. 

He did reiterate that this plan was a 
just a start. "We still have to talk to the 
state, city, county and the union about 
what else can be done over and above 
the normal things done at a plant 
closing." 

During a question and answer period 
following lacocca's announcement, 
despite his long tirade on foreign car 
manufacturing hurting the American 
autoworker, lacocca's. only answer to 
queries about Chrysler's plant in 
Mexico was, "We've been doing 
business in Mexico for over 50 years."

Remember the "Orient Express?" It still makes its 
runs between Venice and Paris and is more 
magnificent than ever. 

But this article is not about luxury trains. Instead^ 
we'll discuss the thousands of trains used daily by the 
average European and by Americans seeking the real 
flavor of Europe. 

. The beauty of the Swiss Alps cannot be appreciated 
from the window of a 747 at 30,000 feet. While you may 
not be traveling at 500 mph, you're quite likely to be 
zipping along at speeds in excess of 150 mph ! 

With the short distances between countries in 
Europe, you can leave Amsterdam at 7 a.m. and be in 
Paris by 1 p.m. Miss that train? You can catch the one 
at 8 a.m., or the one at 10, or any of eight others. There 
are over 500 trains a day leaving from Amsterdam 
alone. This is typical of most major cities in Europe. 

Now for some specifics. Never buy a first-class 
ticket. There is very little difference between first and 
second class other than price. (Besides, the fun people 
ride in second class.) 

If you're planning on staying 15 days or visiting 
more than one country, look into a Eurail pass. Price 
is about $300 for a. 15-day pass, and $460 for a whole 
month. With it, you get free rail travel between 16 
countries as well as passage on many buses, ferries 
and steamers. The pass must be purchased in the U .S. 
before your trip and is available from your travel 
agent. 

If it's only one country this time, look into passes 
issued by that country's rail system. I recently used a 
German rail pass which gave free rail travel in 
Germany, plus unlimited travel on city buses and 
passage on a Rhine cruise. 

For cheap sleeping accomodations onboard your 
train, reserve a "couchette." They're sort of like 
bunkbeds. You'll find them quite comfortable, but 
with little privacy. 

One last tip. Try one of the TEE, TGV or IC trains. 
These are the super-fast, long distance trains. Some 
will require a small surcharge, but the experience is 
worth it.

Pediatric physicians 
say that the elderly, 
because of diminished 
muscle performance and 
loss of fatty tissues in the 
feet, often find walking to 
be both tiresome and 
stressful, limiting ac- 



tivity and lifestyle. 

Older people would do 
well to check their feet 
regularly and . practice 
good , hygiene. Foot 
checkups by a podiatric 
physician are essential, 
and can be a key factor in 
the early detection of 
many general systemic 
disorders, such as 
diabetes. 

Among other common 
conditions that can be 



detected first in the feet 
are arteriosclerosis, 
heart disease, kidney 
ailments, arthritis and 
chemical deficiencies.

When circulation is 
poor, the tissue in the foot 
is less able to fight in- 
fection. When nerves are 
impaired, an injury can 
occur without pain and, 
as a result, go unnoticed. 

"There are cases 
where diabetics may face 
the surgical removal of 



toes or a foot. So, regular 
checkups are essential," 
advises Dr. Walter Clark, 
a podiatric physician in 
Birmingham, Ala. 

Peripheral arterial 
disease, or poor blood 
circulation, is also a 
major foot concern. This 
condition may be marked 
, by persistent, unusual 
feelings of cold, numb- 
ness, tingling, burning or 
fatigue in the feet or legs. 



Other symptoms may 
include discolored or dry 
skin, absence of hair on 
feet or legs,, and cram- 
ping or tightness in the 
leg muscles.

Process 'cleanses' blood to remove excess cholesterol 



Patients with ex- 
tremely high cholesterol 
levels that can't be 
successfully treated by 
diet and drugs may have 
their blood "cleansed" of 
the life-threatening 
particles of fat. 

A New York scientist 
has described the 
dialysis-like procedure 
that has reduced soaring 
cholesterol levels by 
nearly two-thirds in a 
small number of high- 
risk patients. 

Bruce R. Gordon, 
M.D., reported the 
successful use of "LDL- 
pheresis" to remove low- 
density lipoprotein 
(LDL) particles, the. so- 
called "bad" cholesterol 
carrier, from the blood. 
He is co-director of the 
Comprehensive Lipid 
Control Center at the 
Rogosin Institute, af- 
filiated with the New 
York Hospital and 
Cornell University 
Medical College in New 
York City. 



Gordon told the 60th 
Scientific Sessions of the 
American Heart Assn. 
that patients receiving 
the treatment have 
"refractory hyper- 
cholesterolemia"-a stu- 
bborn inherited blood-fat 
disorder that is not 
responsive to standard 
therapy. Victims of the 
disease are unable to 
remove LDL cholesterol 
from their bloodstream, 
creating an excess that is 
blamed for depositing 
fatty plaque on blood 
vessel walls-leading to 
atherosclerosis or har- 
dening of the arteries, the 
major cause of heart 
attack and stroke. 

LDL's ill effect is 
countered by high- 
density lipoprotein 
(HDL), the "good" 
carrier that is thought to 
clear cholesterol from 
the blood. 

LDL-pheresis is em- 
ployed in combination 
with diet and cholesterol- 
lowering drugs, such as 



the newly approved 
lovastatin. Says Gordon, 
"The procedure involves 
the selective removal of 
the LDL, but not the 
HDL, cholesterol from 
the blood." Patients 
come to the institute one 
to three times a week and 
are attached to an in- 
strument not. unlike a 
kidney dialysis machine. 

Blood is removed 
through a needle from 
one arm and is pumped 
into a centrifuge, which 
separates the liquid 
plasma from the blood's 
red and white cells, 
platelets and other 
components. The plasma 
then goes through a glass 
chamber where it is 
exposed to antibodies or 
a chemical called dex- 
tran sulfate to remove 
microscopic particles of 
LDL-tiny globules of fat 
wrapped in a protein 
sheath. 

After the LDL has been 
filtered out; the patient's 
blood is reconstituted and 



returned through a 
needle into the other 
arm. 

Gordon has been 
treating nine severely ill 
patients with LDL- 
pheresis. "The important 
point that we're repor- 
ting," he says, "is that 
we can take patients who 
have failed all other 
forms of lowering 
cholesterol, and we can 
successfully get a very 
low cholesterol level."- 

After undergoing 
treatment for an average 
of 20. months, the 
patients' cholesterol 
levels decreased from a 
mean of 372 milligrams 
per deciliter of blood to 
138. Along with removal 
of LDL, the patients 
experienced a 

"significant increase" in 
their "good" HDL- 
cholesterol levels. 

Gordon cites findings 
by other researchers that 
"regression can occur' * 
in some hypercholesterol 
patients--that is, har- 



dening of the arteries can 
be halted, and perhaps 
even reversed by the 
cholesterol-lowering th- 
erapy. Some of his 
patients have progressed 
to the stage where they 
can manage on diet and 
drugs alone, but some 
have such high 
cholesterol levels that 
"they need to be treated 
for life with LDL- 
pheresis," he says. 

LDL-pheresis is an 
expensive, experimental 
procedure that now costs 
up to $40,000 a year per 
patient, Gordon points 
out. Although the 



treatment "is extremely 
safe with very minor side 
effects," he stresses that 
it should be reserved for 
extreme, otherwise 
untrea table cases. 

"I am not saying that 
the average patient with 
heart disease should get 
this treatment," Gordon 
notes. "The average 
patient with high 
cholesterol will do very 
well on diet, or diet and 
drugs, especially the 
newer drugs. LDL- 
pheresis is a method to 
treat people who don't 
respond to all those usual 
methods."

Measure out the 
garden area and make a 
scale drawing of it on 
graph paper. Then list 
the things you want to 
grow in your garden. Be 
sure to include the family 
favorites. 

If you're an ex- 
perienced gardener, you 
will have a fairly good 
idea of what does well for 



you and how much to 
plant. Records kept from 
past, seasons are very 
helpful. 

Selecting varieties can 
be a trying experience 
for new and experienced 
gardeners alike. Ac- 
cording to the catalogs, 
nearly every variety is 
absolutely the best. This 
may be true in some 
areas, but here in the 
midwest, the season is 
relatively short, and 
some varieties certainly 
do better than others. 

Here again, records of 
past performance are a 
good guide, and you can 
consult the local 
Cooperative Extension 
Office for a list of 
recommended varieties 
for this area. 

In general, shorter 
season varieties will 
have a better chance of 
making a crop than later 
varieties here. In areas 
where soils are heavy, 
short, stubby root crops 
will perform better than 
long tapered varieties. If 



space is limited, look into 
growing compact 
varieties such as bush 
squash and patio 
tomatoes. 

Once you've selected 
the varieties you want, go 
through the catalogs and 
order them. This way, 
you wiU be much less 
likely to be swayed by a 
glowing description or a 
gorgeous picture. 

Don't ignore some new 
things entirely. It is 
always fun to try 
something new, ' and it 
might just surprise you. 
But don't rely completely 
on any new variety 
unless you have tried it in 
your particular situation 
first. 

Once you've placed 
your order, study the 
catalogs, They have 
planting guides, in- 
cluding depth to plant, 
spacing, days from 
seeding to transplanting, 
and many other valuable 
facts to make your 
gardening successful.

What Is Seborrheic Blepharitis or Granulated Eyelids? 

■ 

It may seem strange, but the problem of seborrheic 
blepharitis, a disorder of the border of the eyelids, may 
begin in the scalp in another disorder known as dan- 
druff. It can begin in childhood with youngsters com- 
Elaining that they can't open their eyes in the morning 
ecause of the "goo" on them. This is sometimes called 
"granulated eyelids". 

The eyelids are composed of skin on the outside and 
mucous membranes on the inside. The area from which 
eyelashes grow is the location of many oil glands. As 
you may know, seborrhea is an oily, itchy rash. This is 
a hereditary condition. Therefore, it is impossible to 
cure the condition in the sense of a one-time treatment. 

Keeping the affected area clean and good personal 
hygiene are very important in keeping blepharitis 
under control. 

The mainstay of treatment is to clean the oily debris 
off the eyelids and help re-establish normal oil gland 
flow by using a hot compress and lid scrub. To do this, 
you take a face cloth and soak it in hot tap water. Gent- 
ly close your eyes and hold the hot compress firmly on 
the first eye. Do one eye at a time. Hold the compress to 
your eye for four or five minutes. Once the cloth starts 
to cool off, use the cloth with your finger in it to scrub 
the eyelids right where the eyelashes come out. The hot 
compress will soften the oily debris, and scrubbing with 
your eyes gently closed will remove the oily debris 
from the lower and upper lid margins at the same time. 
Baby shampoo may oe used in the wash cloth. Do the 
hot compress and lid scrub twice a day. 

If not treated, the condition can become worse and 
spread to other areas of the eye causing a more serious 
condition. Treatment should then be sought from an 
Ophthalmologist who can prescribe specific medica- 
tions for the seborrhea and resulting infections. 

Fortunately, seborrheic blepharitis is basically a 
nuisance and not a blinding eye disease.

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Alcohol, mineral shortage may raise women's blood pressure 
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In what is. probably the 
largest study of its kind 
ever done in women, 
researchers at Harvard 
Medical School have 
concluded that over a 
four-year period, 
moderate to high alcohol 
intake had an adverse 
effect on blood pressure, 
while consumption of 
foods containing the 
minerals calcium or 
magnesium had a 
beneficial effect. 

The two reports-one of 
the relationship of 
alcohol intake and the 
other on the relationship 
of dietary calcium and 
magnesium to the 
development of high 
blood pressure in middle- 
aged women— were 
presented at the 60th 
Scientific Sessions of the 
American Heart Assn. 
Both reports were made 
by Jacqueline Witteman, 



Ph.D., formerly a fellow 
at the Boston school. 

The study group was 
made up of 58,218 nurses 
who were ages 35 to 59 in 
1980. At that time, none 
had high blood pressure, 
cancer, diagnosed 
coronary artery disease, 
diabetes or high 
cholesterol levels. Every 
two years, the women 
received a mailed 
questionnaire covering a 
large number of 
nutrients. 

Over a four-year 
period, 3,275 of the 
women reported that a 
physician had told them 
they had high blood 
pressure requiring 
treatment. To verify 
these self-reports, the 
researchers checked 
hospital and medical 
records for a subgroup of 
women and in virtually 
all cases found the 



diagnosis of hypertension 
(high blood pressure) in 
these records. Blood 
pressure readings of 
more than 140 systolic or 
90 diastolic were con- 
sidered abnormal. 

According to study co- 
author Charles Hen- 
nekens, MD, asscoiate 
professor of medicine at 
Harvard, the findings on 
alcohol showed that, 
compared to non- 
drinkers, women who 
drank 30 to 34 grams of 
alcohol daily (three or 
four wines or beers, or a 
couple of mixed drinks) 
were 40 percent more 
likely to develop high 
blood pressure, and those 
who drank in the highest 
range every day (35 
grams or more) were 90 
percent more likely to 
develop this outcome.

stronger in the small 
subgroup of heavy 
drinkers under 45; who 
Hennekens said were 3.4 
times more likely to 
develop high blood 
pressure than non- 
drinkers of the same age. 

This relationship was 
present after adjustment 
for age and body mass of 
the women and con- 
sumption , of other 
nutrients, the scientist 
said. 

The finding that high to 
moderate alcohol intake 
was linked to a higher 
risk of high blood 
pressure in women is 
comparable to the 
situation in men and thus 
not particularly sur- 
prising, Hennekens said, 
although how alcohol 
affects blood pressure is 
not known. 

"The main messgae is 
that heavy drinkers 
should cut down," he 
stressed. "All studies, 
including this one, show 
that they are at higher 
risk for cardiovascular 
disease than moderate or 
non-drinkers." 

In the diet study, after 
adjusting for age, obesity 
and alcohol intake, the 
investigators found that 
women who ingested at 
least 800 milligrams per 
day of calcium-three 
glasses of milk per day or 
the equivalent in other 
calcium-rich foods-dec- 
reased their risk of high 
blood pressure by 22 
percent compared to 



women who consumed 
less than 400 mg per day 
of the mineral. 

Similarly, and in- 
dependent of calcium's 
effect, women who 
ingested at least 300 mg 
per day of magnesium in 
food decreased their risk 
of high blood pressure by 
23 percent, compared 
with those who consumed 
200 mg per day or less. 

Calcium is found in 
milk products and sar- 
dines, among other 
foods; and magnesium is 
found in green leafy 
vegetables, some nuts 
and soybeans. 

Interestingly, ingestion 
of foods containing 
potassium, fiber and 
saturated or polyun- 
saturated fatty acids had 
no relationship to risk of 
high blood pressure in 
this group, researchers 
reported. 

The apparent anti- 
hypertension benefit of 
eating foods containing 
even less than the 
recommended daily 
allowances of calcium 



and magnesium supports 
the safety of testing non- 
drug therapies for 
lowering high blood 
pressure, Hennekens 
said. 

"We know that certain 
anti-hypertensive J drugs 
reduce the risk of stroke 
by 40 percent, and that of 
heart attacks by about 12 
percent," he said, "but it 
is unclear whether their 
use for young people or 
those with only slightly 
elevated blood pressure 
would result in a net 
benefit." 

The reports given have 
several possible 

limitations, Henneken 
noted. The information 
was obtained by a postal 
questionnaire, and there 
were no data on 
biochemical risk factors 
in the woemn, such as 
specific blood-lipid 
fractions. Also, those 
women who drank 
alcohol every day might 
be more likely to seek 
medical attention and 
thus have high blood 
pressure diagnosed.

Tran- 
sportation is not 
available in all counties 
and often does not cross 
county or community 
wes. Funds are being 
requested to expand 
access to services, to 



provide intercounty and 
intercommunity ser- 
vices, and to maintain 
the existing vehicle fleet. 

Implementation of an 
elder abuse and neglect 
program is also called for 
on the agenda. The 
Illinois Dept. on Aging 
developed and tested 
several model Elder 
Abuse Intervention 
programs during the last 
several years, but money 
to continue the programs 
was slashed from the 
most recent budget. The 
agenda asks for funding 
to implement Elder 
Abuse Intervention 
programs on a statewide 
basis. 

Increased funding for 
case coordination units 
(CCUs) is another item 
on the agenda. CCUs 
provide assessments . of 
the needs of senior 
citizens, linkage to ap- 
propriate services, and . 
ongoing monitoring of 
needs. CCUs were 
established several years 
ago and funding for their 
has not increased since 
then, so the agency is- 
asking for additional 
reimbursement for C- 
CUs. 

Rural areas in the state 
face special problems 
related to service 
delivery. The rural 
elderly population is 
increasing and local 
resource bases are 
declining due to a decline 
in economic strength and 
a loss of the younger, 
working population. 
Adding to this problem is 
the fact that high tran- 
sportation costs and 
overhead increase the 
total cost per unit of 
service in rural areas. 
The agency, is calling for 
additional funds to ex- 



pand current services 
and increase service 
options. 

Senior centers are 
facilities established to 
meet the social and 
recreational needs of the 
active elderly. A recent 
survey by the National 
Center for Health 
Statistics indicates that 
of all the services 
available to seniors, 
seniors centers are the 
most used service. Local 
senior centers have been 
supported with a variety 
of federal and local 
funds, which are not 
diminishing and being 
used to support other 
community services. The 
agency asks that general 
revenue funding be 
appropriated to help 
maintain existing centers 
and develop new ones. 

A final issue of concern 
to the agency is that 
additional resources 
available for use at the 
local level be restored. 
The funds may.be used oh 
a discretionary basis by 
area, agencies to fund 
such services as case 
management, in- 
formation and referral, 
transportation, and home 
delivered meals. Ad- 
ditional resources to 
support these services* 
have been available in 
prior years, but were 
slashed from the budget 
for 1988. This occurred 
although seniors' needs 
for community-based 
services are increasing 
due to the impact of 
decreased length of 
hospital stays, and to an 
increasing number of 
senior citizens. The 
agency is asking for a 
restoration of that fun : 
ding.

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Need for Alzheimer's help 




to grow rapidly 



• Lack of respite care 
and the high cost of 
services are two issues of 
major importance for 
Alzheimer's Disease 
patients and their 
caregivers. This was the 
recent concensus of 
representatives from the 
Alzheimer's Disease and 
Related Disorders Assn. 
(ADRDA) and other 
organizations in the 
Region Two Area Agency 
on Aging service area. 
They also identified a 
general lack of public 
awareness of available 
services as an additional 
issue of concern. 
Representatives of the 
organization were in- 
terviewed by Region Two 
in , order to identify 
barriers to use of ser- 
vices by Alzheimer's 
Disease victims and their 
caregivers. 

Alzheimers Disease is 
an often devastating 
illness which results in 
debilitating neurological 
changes. The changes 
may begin with simple 
forgetfulness, but often 
progress to the loss of 



ability to move, speak 
and learn. 

Alzheimer's Disease 
and similar dementias 
affect 5 to 7. percent of 
people between ages 60 
and 80, and the incidence 
rises dramatically with 
age. Alzheimer's Disease 
and similar disorders 
affect between 20 and 30 
percent of people aged 85 
and older. A conservative 
estimate of the number of 
victims in the Region 
Two service area is 
approximately 16,000. 
That figure could in- 
crease to 63,000 by the 
year 2025. 

The progressive and 
debilitating nature of 
Alzheimer's Disease 
places an increasingly 
intense demand on 
caregivers. In the early 
stages of the disease the 
patient may function 
with minimal help. 
Ultimately the patient 
may need assistance with 
the basic daily activities 
of eating, walking and 
toileting. Little is known 
about the origin of the 
disease, so no effective 



means of prevention or 
treatment are available. 
The Alzheimer's Disease 
. patient and caregiver 
must learn to manage the 
increasing dependence of 
the victim.. 

Alzheimer's Disease 
patients and their 
caregivers typically use 
a wide variety of ser- 
vices, including in-home 
assistance, adult day 
care, and nursing home 
placement. In the final 
stages of the disease, 
services such as adult 
day care provide direct 
support to the caregiver 
by freeing time to go to 
work, to attend to other 
responsibilities, or 
simply to get away. 

Respite is designed to 
provide a break for the 
caregiver.- Respite may 
be provided for an hour 
or two in the home, or for 
a period of days or weeks 
in a facility. This 
flexibility gives the 
caregiver the op- 
portunity to take a 
morning off or to take a 
vacation. Although 
representatives cited 



respite as a service 
critical to maintaining 
the well-being of the 
caregiver, there are very 
few respite programs in 
the Region Two area. 

A second major con- 
cern .among the 
Alzheimer's, network is 
the high cost of service. 
In-home and adult day 
care services' are 
available, from the 
Illinois Dept. on Aging's 
Community Care 
Program, to seniors who 
have less than $10,000 in 
assets. Private payment 
for in-home services 
typically cost at least $6 
per hour, and may 
require a four-hour 
minimum stay. Privately 
paid adult day care may 
cost $20 to $30 per day. 



Nursing home care, if not 
reimbursed under the 
Medicaid system; may 
cost a minimum of $60 
per day; this adds up to 
about $20,000 per year. 
Many people on limited 
incomes cannot afford 
these seryices. 

Most . people in- 
terviewed felt that public 
awareness- ;bf 

Alzheimer's Disease has 
improved tremendously 
in the past seven years, 



since the founding of the 
ADRDA; and that there 
has been progress in the 
development of services 
to meet the needs of 
Alzheimer's patients and 
their caregivers. In- 
terviewees agreed that 
much more public 
education ' is needed 
regarding the con- 
sequences of Alzheimer's 
Disease, in order to fully 
support the victim and 
the caregiver.

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Shared housing gives 
seniors happy medium 



Illinois' present supply 
of congregate or shared 
housing for the elderly is 
already insufficient to 
meet the needs of the 
population aged 75 and 
over, and the gap will 
continue to grow as that 
population increases 
rapidly in the near 
future. A study com- 
missioned by the Illinois 
Housing Development 
Authority, the Illinois 
Dept. of Public Aid, and 
the Illinois Dept. on 
Aging concluded that this 
problem will worsen as 
the number of Illinois 
residents age 75 and 
above rises from 500,500 
in 1980 to 750,600 in 2000, a 
52 percent increase. 

Leonard F. Heumann 
of the University of 
Illinois Housing 

Research and 

Development Program 
conducted the study. He 
estimates that in order to 
meet Illinois' immediate 
need, an additional 7,000 
low income congregate 
housing apartments 
should be built, and 
another 4,400 subsidized 
apartments currently 
designated for the elderly 
should be converted to 
congregate housing. 

A survey of Medicaid 
recipients and of 
managers and residents 
of subsidized housing 
reveal that more than 18 
percent of elderly 
residents had difficulty in 
daily housekeeping, and 
about 10 percent had 
difficulty with daily 
personal care. Cooking, 
considered the most 
essential task and the 



most conservative 
measure of vulnerability, 
was a problem for 
another 10 percent of the 
residents. These per- 
centages roughly doubled 
for those age 85 and 
older. Medicaid residents 
living independently in 
the community were the 
most vulnerable, with 20 
percent reporting dif- 
ficulty in cooking. 
Housing managers 
believed that about 12 
percent of their elderly 
tenants should move to 
dependent housing within 
the next year, but this 
figure is thought to un- 
derstate the case, since 
many managers were 
unable to determine their 
tenants' needs ac- 
curately. 

Congregate housing 
units vary in facilities 
and services, but their 
common characteristic is 
that the residents' 
monthly rate for a 
private apartment or 
room includes daily 
housekeeping services 
and at least two meals 
per day, served in a 
community dining room. 
The present supply of 
congregate housing is 
quite limited, and rarely 
affordable to low and 
moderate income 
elderly. Illinois currently 
has fewer than 10 
congregate housing 
developments with 
subsidized units. 

In addition to more 
congregate housing, 
Heumann also stressed 
the need for standard 
procedures * for 

monitoring the 



capabilities of elderly 
tenants, so that housing 
managers will be aware 
of seniors' limitations 
and able to. recommend 
transfers when ap.-" 
propriate. Congregate or 
shared housing is needed 
not only for those who 
currently receive little or 
no help, but also for those 
who may receive too 
much. A frail older 
person who cannot or 
should not live alone does 
not necessarily need a 
nursing home, and if 
institutionalized might be 
over-cared for, so that 
the resident's remaining 
skills and sense of 
autonomy might wither. 
Shared housing is for 
many seniors the happy 
medium between these 
two alternatives.

County physicians propose 
prenatal care for needy 



Lake County Medical 
Society is offering a 
solution to the obstetrical 
care crisis facing in- 
digent prospective 
mothers. 

The plan recommends 
a rotating referral ser- 
vice for delivery of 
babies at all of the 
county's six hospitals. In 
addition, the county 
would hire two full-time 
obstetricians to staff 
regional prenatal care 
clinics throughout the 
county. 

The plan is being 
forwarded to the Lake 
County Health Dept., 
area hospitals and. other 
social welfare 

organizations for con- 
sideration. 

Dr. Richard C. Gages, 
president, stressed that 
"the hospitals, 

physicians, government 
and social welfare 
agencies must all give 
100 percent for the plan to 
work. Physician mem- 
bers of the Lake County 
Medical Society have 
already agreed to par- 
ticipate. >Ve challenge 
others to join us to show 
that together we can 
solve our county's 
problem. This plan 
spreads the solution to 
the problem among the 
physicians, hospitals, 
health department, 
government and citizens 
of Lake County." 

The plan details call 
for: 

-offering prenatal and 
delivery care to all in- 
digent patients in Lake 
County; 



-setting up regional 
prenatal care centers in 
Zion, Waukegan, North 
Chicago and Round 
Lake; ' 

-recruiting two full- 
time obstetricians, paid 

by the county, to staff the 
prenatal clinics; 

-assigning OB delivery 
patients to each of the six 
hospitals in Lake County, 
taking into account the 
hospital closest to the 
patient. Each hospital 
would care for an 
estimated 170 referral 
patients during 1988, with 
deliveries rotated among 
staff physicians doing 
obstetrics. The assign- 
ment of patients would be 
determined by each 
individual hospital 
medical staff; 

—payment to ob- 
stetricians, pediatricians 
(for required newborn 
exams), and hospitals 
should be made at 50 
percent of usual and 
customary fees (or 
charges)- T (for ob- 
stetricians, $800 is 
estimated to be about 50 
percent of the usual and 
customary fee) ; 

-the difference bet- 
ween Illinois Dept. of 
Publid Aid payments or 
no payments to be made 
up by county sup- 
plements; 

'--all Lake County 
Health Dept. clinic 
patients, as well as all 
IDPA-ineligible indigent 
women, would be served 
by this system. 

Since late November, 
1987, Lake County's 
prenatal clinic for IDPA 



patients has not accepted 
any new patients. That 
left an estimated 500 
IDPA and 500 other in- 
digent women (who don't 
qualify for public aid) in 
1988 without anywhere to 
turn for competent 
medical care. According 
to Dr. Gayes, the reason 
for the closure reflects a 
troubled medical 
malpractice climate in 
Illinois. 

"Many obstetricians 
have stopped delivering 
babies when faced with 
$60,000 to $100,000 annual 
malpractice insurance 
premiums," Gayes said. 
"They can't afford to 
continue passing these 
costs on to patients- 
especially low-income 
ones. And Medicaid 
reimbursement of only 
$447 for nine months of 
prenatal care plus 
delivery does not even 
cover office overhead 
and insurance ex- 
penses," he added. 

Obstetricians face 
higher odds of being sued 
than almost any other 
physician specialist, 
accordding to the Illinois 
State Medical Society. 
"Everyone wants and 
expects a perfect baby- 
and more and more, 
society has pointed the 
finger of blame at doc- 
tors where there are less 
than perfect results," Dr. 
Gayes explained. 

"We hope this plan will, 
at least temporarily, 
provide relief to pregnant 
women who vitally need 
health care services-for 
themselves and their 
babies," said Dr. Gayes.

Suburban Conference 
boys basketball race for 
the conference cham- 
pionship boils down to a 
three, two one formula. 

That's three as in three 
teams battling for a 
share of the title; two 
games and one exciting 
night of basketball in 
store for Round Lake, 
Grayslake and Grant 
fans.
